Present Status of the Application 

The Office Action rejected pending claims 1-2, 6-8 and 12-13. Specifically, the Office 
Action rejected claims 1-2, 6-8 and 12-13 under 35 U.S.C. 102(b), as being anticipated by Yong 
(U.S. Patent No.5,991,819). The Office Action rejected claims 1-2, 6-8 and 12-13 under 35 
U.S.C. 102(e), as being anticipated by or Chin et al. (U.S. Patent No.6,247,102). The Office 
Action also indicated that claims 3-5 and 9-11 are objected to as being dependent upon a rqected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. The Office Action also 
indicated that claim 14 is allowable. 

In response thereto, Applicants have cancelled rejected claims 1-2, 6-8 and 12-13, which 
renders the rejections moot
